When and Why I became a 
ham: 
It was a dark and stormy night, a 
shot rang out, the maid screamed 
and I tuned in Kraft Radio Theater 
i : on my old AM clock radio, spring 
» 2 1954. I still have the radio. I was 
listening to KOMO, somewhere 
west of the Mississippi River, on that night and I thought, 
wow, | could hear a station from a state I had only read 
about. I was hooked on radio and on AM Dxing.

I got my license late fall 1954 as WN8HYD. I still talk 
to Phil and some of the guys and gals that formed TARA 
(the original Teen Age Radio Association in Akron, Ohio) 
the fall of 1954.

This year's Communications Chairman is Bruce Arnold

With Bob 
Breyer K1RCB stepping down, and the event now centered 
in New Bern, it seemed right to have the Comm Chair from 
that area. 


But while coastal hams do participate, their ranks are a bit 
thin for an event this size. Triangle and eastern NC hams 

have been supporting the MS-150 for years, since its early 
days with routes beginning in Greenville and Clayton. So 
please consider volunteering!

ABOUT THE MS-150: 

The MS-150 is a 150 mile bike tour sponsored by the East- 
ern NC chapter of the National Multiple Sclerosis Society. 
It's a fund raiser for research and support for people with 


MS. It's become a huge success. The early rides with 300 to 


400 riders have exploded! This year's turnout should be 
near 1500 riders! 


The Tour makes a 75 mile loop out of New Bern into the 
quiet back roads of Pamlico County on Saturday, and a 75 
mile loop into equally quiet roads in Craven County on Sun- 
day. Each loop has a 25 mile "Century" extension for riders 
who what a bigger challenge. 


A 75 or 100 mile bike ride is a huge individual challenge. 
Most people would never do it in a lifetime. Some of the 


MS-150 riders are serious athletes, but most are just ordinary 


people. What makes this event so popular, and just plain 
possible for the average rider, is the great route through 
quiet country roads, the company of so many other riders, 
and the phenomenal support the riders get. Rest stops about 
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every 12 miles, with water and energy snacks. Breakfast 
before they go. Lunch at the half-way point. A big banquet 
dinner Saturday night. 


And total communications for safety, with SAG wagons 
blanketing the course, medics, mechanics and help anytime 
they need it. 


That, of course, is where hams come in. We man the rest 
stops. Shadow the medics, Tour leaders and supply trucks. 
And for the past several years we've provided most of the 
SAG wagons - not just the radio ops, but the drivers and the 
vehicles, too. With help from the Eastern NC Repeater 
Assn's 146.685 Grifton machine, and PCRN's 145.21 Tren- 
ton machine, we have wall-to-wall coverage and backup. 


All we need is you! 


It takes more than 40 hams to cover this event. We usually 
get just enough, but could always use a few more (especially 
SAG wagons)! Hams come from across eastern NC to par- 
ticipate because it's so much fun, and so worthwhile. You 
may NEVER hear a busier repeater with 98% event-driven 
traffic. This is the place to hone your logistics communica- 
tions skills. 


Triangle and eastern NC hams have a great tradition of sup- 
porting the MS-150. In the early days, the Tour started in 
Greenville, and later near Raleigh, and made a one-way bee- 
line to the coast. The quest for flat land, great roads and a 
good support facility led the organizers to New Bern where 
it's all come together. The town and the Convention Center 
are behind the Tour 100%. 


But hams are a bit sparse along the coast. Oh, yes, they 
pitch in! The New Bern Amateur Radio Club promotes the 
MS-150 all year. The Carteret County Comm Trailer pro- 
vides the home for Net Control. But MS Headquarters is in 
Raleigh. The majority of the riders are from the Triangle 
area (look for bike-laden cars speeding down US 70 on Fri- 
day). And they need our help! It's a terrific example of 
hams working together. 


So block off Sept. 10-11 (maybe some of Friday, too) and 
join us for a weekend of hamming almost as intense as Field 
Day!

The RARS HF Challenge is to be a friendly competition among 
RARS club members. The aim is to encourage operation on the 
HF bands, and further to encourage sharing or operating tips, 
tricks, and tales among members. 


The object of the Challenge is to HAVE FUN!! And to have 
QSO’s with different US States, Canadian Provinces, DXCC 
countries, and NC counties. A QSO counts for | point, regard- 
less of band or mode. Operation is open to the HF bands, 
160m—10m, including WARC and 60m bands. Please observe 
band plans where applicable. A QSO is defined as exchanging 
any kind of information directly with another station. The intent 
here is to have an honest QSO — not count every NC County 
represented on the Tarheel Emergency Net you just checked 
into. 


Challenge Period is April 15, 2005 1200Z to January 1, 2006 
1159Z. Tally sheets are due by February 15, 2006 at 7:00pm 
Eastern. You may submit tally sheets throughout the year so 

you can show off your progress—in fact that’s encouraged. 


For the top three claimed scores in each category, logs (tally 
sheets) will be checked at the end of the year. The Challenge 
Master will have final authority as it relates to interpretation or 
amendment of the rules and the awarding of Challenge points.

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FIELD DAY BONUS POINTS 
From ARRL 


_ For better competition here is a few of the ways to get 


bonus points. We need people to get these extra points. 
Please let Neal know if you’re interested. 


100% Emergency Power: 100 points per transmitter 
classification if all contacts are made only using an 
emergency power source. Free transmitters do not 
count towards the group's total (GOTA station and free 
VHF Station for Class A entries) and do not qualify for 
bonus point credit. All transmitting equipment at the site 
must operate from a power source completely independ- 
ent of the commercial power mains to qualify. 
(Example: a club operating 3 transmitters plus a GOTA 
station and using 100% emergency power receives 300 
bonus points.) (GOTA = Get on the air station) 


Media Publicity: 100 bonus points may be earned for 
attempting to obtain publicity from the local media. A 
copy of the press release, or a copy of the actual media 
publicity received (newspaper article, etc) must be sub- 
mitted to claim the points. 


Public Location: 100 bonus points for physically locat- 
ing the Field Day operation in a public place (shopping 
center, community park, school campus, etc). The intent 
is for amateur radio to be on display to the public. 


Public Information Table: 100 bonus points for a Pub- 
lic Information Table at the Field Day site. The purpose 
is to make appropriate handouts and information avail- 
able to the visiting public at the site. A copy of a visi- 
tor's log, copies of club handouts or photos is sufficient 
evidence for claiming this bonus. 


Message Origination to Section Manager: 100 bonus 
points for origination of a National Traffic System 
(NTS) style formal message to the ARRL Section Man- 
ager or Section Emergency Coordinator by your group 
from its site. You should include the club name, num- 
ber of participants, Field Day location, and number of 
ARES operators involved with your station. The mes- 
sage must be transmitted during the Field Day period 
and a fully serviced copy of it must be included in your 
submission, in standard ARRL NTS format, or no credit 
will be given. The Section Manager message is separate 
from the messages handled in section 7.3.6 and may not 
also be claimed for bonus points under that rule. 


Message Handling: 10 points for each formal NTS 
style originated, relayed or received and delivered dur- 
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ing the Field Day period, up to a maximum of 100 
points (ten messages). Properly serviced copies of each 
message must be included with the Field Day report. 


Satellite QSO: 100 bonus points for successfully com- 
pleting at least one QSO via an amateur radio satellite 
during the Field Day period. Under the "General Rules 
for All ARRL Contests" (rule 3.7.2.), the no-repeater 
QSO stipulation is waived for satellite QSOs. Groups 
are allowed one dedicated satellite transmitter station 
without increasing their entry category. Satellite QSO’s 
also count for regular QSO credit. The QSO must be 
Earth-Satellite-Earth in nature. 


QSOs also count for regular QSO credit. Show them 
listed separately on the summary sheet as a separate 
"band." You do not receive an additional bonus for con- 
tacting different satellites, though the additional QSOs 
may be counted for QSO credit. 


Alternate Power: 100 bonus points for Field Day 
groups making a minimum of five QSOs without using 
power from commercial mains or a petroleum driven 
generator. This means an "alternate" energy source of 
power, such as solar, wind, methane or water. This in- 
cludes batteries charged by natural means (not dry 
cells). The natural power transmitter counts as an addi- 
tional transmitter. If you do not wish to it to increase 
your operating category, you should take one of your 
other transmitters off the air while the natural power 
transmitter is in operation. A separate list of natural 
power QSOs should be submitted with your entry. 


W1AW Bulletin: 100 bonus points for copying the spe- 
cial Field Day bulletin transmitted by W1AW during its 
operating schedule during the Field Day weekend (listed 
in this rules announcement). An accurate copy of the 
message is required to be included in your Field Day 
submission. (Note: The Field Day bulletin must be cop- 
ied via amateur radio. It will not be included in Internet 
bulletins sent out from Headquarters and will not be 
posted to Internet BBS sites.) 


Non-Traditional Mode Demonstrations: A maximum 
of 300 bonus points (100 points for each demonstration 
up to three) for setting up a demonstration of a non- 
traditional mode of amateur radio communications. This 
includes modes such as APRS, ATV, and SSTV. This 
bonus is not available for demonstration of a mode for 
which regular QSO credit is available, such as PSK31.
